WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer President Dwight D. Eisen* 
hower remained in critical con* 
dition 
today, suffering from 


such severe congestive heart 
failire that doctors are doubting 
his recovery. 


In their latest bulletin tues* 


day, doctors at Walter Reed 
General Hospital said that al* 
though the 78»year-old general 
"has shown no deterioration in 
the last 
4 hours, his condition 


continues to be critical." This 
was the first time they had used 
critical to describe "Eisenhow- 
er's condition. 


Earlier Tuesday, the doctors 


added 
to the gloomy outlook 


when they said it was impossi* 
ble to predict whether the for« 
mer president would recover 
from this latest setback in his 
11-month battle against serious 
heart disease. 


They did, however, temper 


their statement by adding that 
Eisenhower "has always shown 
remarkable recuperative power 
in past illnesses." 


The medical bulletins have 


not been optimistic since doc- 
tors announced Monday the gen- 
eral had suffered his second .se- 
rious congestive heart failure in 
little more than a week. 


An encouraging sign Tuesday 


was the absence of a late night 
medical report as had been is- 
sued in days previous. 


Doctors said Tuesday evening 


the general had rested comfort- 
ably during the day "despite 
persistence 
of 
evidences 
of 


congestive heart failure," a con- 
dition caused when the heart 
muscle is unable to pump a suf- 
ficient amount of blood through 
the body.

A—A systolic pressure of 


100 plus your age is no 
longer regarded as normal 
—100 plus half your age 
gives a closer approach but 
even that may be too high. 
A pressure of 166/100 is high 
for a person of any age and 
a lower reading of 100 is a 
definite 
sign 
of potential 


trouble. The sooner 
your 


nephew gets his head out of 
the sand and seeks aid in 
bringing his pressure down 
the better. 


Q—What are the dangers 


of lowering the blood pres- 
sure too fast? 


A—It is advisable to allow 


three or four weeks to bring 
a very high blood pressure 
down to normal. Bringing 
the pressure down too fast 
may cause lightheadedness 


, or fainting.

feet above sea level benefi- 
cial for a person who has 
high blood pressure?

living near sea level moves 
to a high altitude, his blood 
pressure goes up for a day 
or two, then gradually re- 
turns to its former level. In 
the long run, altitude would 
neither help nor aggravate 
your high blood pressure. 


Q—Our doctor is treating 


my husband for high blood 
pressure. He says an occa- 
sional cocktail will not af- 
fect the pressure. What do 
you think? 


A—Your doctor is right. If 


a cocktail helps your hus- 
band to relax, it may even 
help to lower his blood pres- 
sure. 


Q—Are eggs, milk, bacon, 


m a y o n n a i s e and butter 
harmful 
for persons with 


high blood pressure? 


A—No, but foods high in 


cholesterol may cause nard- 
ening of the arteries and 
this is one cause of high 
blood pressure. 


Q—Will Epsom salts lower 


the blood pressure? 


A—Epsom salts are not 


recommended for this pur- 
pose. There are s e v e r a l 
drugs that will lower your 
blood pressure without up- 
setting your digestive tract.

The 1930 bridge writers 


were great experts in mak- 
ing up hands to fit their own 
special bidding systems that 
would not fit any other ex- 
pert's system. 


Today's hand shows the 


great advantage of a system 
that used opening bids of 
three clubs, two spades, two 
diamonds and two hearts for 
strong suit h a n d s . These 
bids were not forcing but two 
clubs was and showed five 
or more quick tricks and a 
balanced hand. The bust re- 
sponse to this bid was two 
diamonds. This system is, of 
course, very similar to the 
British ACOL except that 
their two-club bid is a game 
force and their other two 
bids one-round forces. 


Today's hand was given by 


the inventor of this system to 
show how it was the only one 
that would work. 


It certainly worked with 


his sample bidding. North 
tried three spades over the 
three-club r e s p o n s e and 
South bid three no-trump be- 
cause he had honors in both 
unbid suits. North was happy 
to pass. A diamond was led 
from the queen and declarer 
made five odd. 


Oswald Jacoby, who played 


in those days, doubts if any 
pair that got started on this 
line of bidding would finish 
quite that low. South might 
well decide to go on to four 
clubs. Players of that day 
liked to rebid five-card suits. 
Even if South did go on to 
three no-trump, we feel that 
any North player worth his 
salt would note that he had 
two queens above his two- 
club opening and bid again. 
Pessimists might manage to 
stop at four no-trump. Opti- 
mists would get to six. In- 
curable optimists might even 
reach seven. 


Like most hands of this 


type, point count would make 
it fairly clear that a slam 
should not be bid, but point 
count was not used seriously 
by many players of that day.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal 
newspaper lines 


dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 — Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to JamesH.Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying In 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins AGatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companloT paper to their new 
dally, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended In 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 
1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C, E. Palmer and A,H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash' 
burn secretary'treasurer. 


1957 -Following Mr. 
Pal* 


mer's death Mrs. falmer be* 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish' 
ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president 
- balance 24 per cent being held 
by Texarkana Newspapers. Inc.

UTTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP)- 


The Arkansas Senate rejected 
Tuesday one of the adminis- 
tration's last revenue-producing 
measures before the legislature 
— the House version of a bill to 
increase the income tax on 
corporations. 


However, the bill, which fell 


four votes short of the number 
needed for passage In a 23-9 
roll call, was kept alive for 
three days when Sen. Virgil 
Fletcher of Benton gave notice 
that he might bring the bill up 
for reconsideration within three 
days. 


The upper chamber did, how- 


ever, pass a major bill that 
prescribes the manner for the 
distribution of minimum foun- 
dation aid to the public school 
districts. 


The House defeated a con- 


troversial Senate bill that would 
have authorized increases in 
the salaries of the Supreme 
Court, 
circuit and chancery 


court judges. 


Opponents of the corporate 


income tax bill, which would 
have raised an estimated $6 
million annually, said the bill 
would jeopardize Arkansas' a- 
billty to attract industry.

Allied Ammo 
Dump Blown 
Up by Cong

SAIGON (AP) - 
Viet Cong 


mortars smashed Into a major 
American base south of Saigon 
early today, blowing up hun- 
dreds of tons of ammunition, 
wrecking scores of buildings, 
and destroying three helicop- 
ters. Only a few Americans 
were killed, but more than 60 
were wounded, c 


Shelling of the headquarters 


base of the 9th Infantry Division 
at gdong Tarn, 40 miles south of 
Saigon, was one of 30 rocket and 
mortar attacks by the gvietCong 
on the 32nd night of their spring 
offensive. 


North Vietnamese troops fol- 


lowed up one of the attacks with 
an infantry charge that carried 
them to the barbed wire perime- 
ter of another American base 45 
miles northwest of Saigon. Be- 
fore they were driven off eight 
American air cavalrymen were 
killed and 7 were wounded and 
only two enemy bodies were 
found on the barbed wire. 


Col. Ira Hunt of McLean, Va., 


chief of staff of the 9th Division, 
estimated that as much as 500 
tons of ammunition, mostly 
small arms, went up in the at- 
tack on the Dong Tarn base. 


"We were expecting It be- 


cause we had information from 
a prisoner," Hunt told AP pho- 
tographer Max Nash. 


Hunt said about 13 rounds of 


120mm mortars, the biggest in 
the enemy arsenal, slammed 
into the base an hour and a half 
before midnight but caused lit- 
tle damage. 


"We thought that was it," 


said Hunt. "Many men had left 
their bunkers after the first at- 
tack." 


Then came another barrage 


about midnight. One of the first 
shells hit an ammunition stor- 
age pad, triggering a series of 
explosions in at least half a doz- 
en more pads. After that the 
Americans couldn't distinguish 
the incoming rounds from their 
own exploding ammunition. 


Two crews got their helicop- 


ters off the ground but were 
knocked down by the exploding 
shells. A third helicopter was 
destroyed on the ground. 


The 9th Division base has 


been shelled more than a dozen 
times during the enemy's spring 
offensive. 


Scores of helicopters and hun- 


dreds of tons of ammunition and 
fuel have been lost, but the U.S. 
Command has never disclosed 
the exact amounts. 


"They don't like us," said Col. 


Hunt. "We've killed 2,800 enemy 
troops so far this month." 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters said five mortar rounds 
killed three children and wound- 
ed four soldiers In Quang Tri 
City, 19 miles below the demili- 
tarized zone.
